State Committee Calls it Off And 
Local Committee Refuses to 
Obey the Call.

Louisville, Ky., May 25.-A reso- 
lution declaring off this week's 
primary was passed Saturday by 
the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee by a vote of 8 to 3. The 
resolution declared that the non- 
salaried officers shall be nominated 
in a primary. 

The list of tbe election officers 
will be published at least ten days 
before the primary. If the chair- 
man of the Louisville committee fails 
to comply with this the State chair- 
man is empowered to take tbe steps 
necessary to bring it about. 

The resolution fixes a date for the 
new primary at not later than 
August 1. 

Messrs. Chinn, Adams and Vree- 
land, of the committee, voted 
against calling off the primary. 

On Saturday night a meeting of 
Louisville candidates, leading 
lawyers and leading Democrats 
was held. It was held that the 
central committee exceeded its 
authority in calling off the primary 
and it was determined to hold the 
primary Tuesday notwithstanding. 
Chairman Young was called a polit- 

al free-booter and the charge was 
made that he had sold out to the 
Republican party.

Rev. Dr. W. L. Nourse, pastor of 
• Ninth Street Presbyterian 
church, resigned bis pastorate Sun- 
day morning and preached his re- 
tiring sermon. The resignation 
baa been accepted and Dr. Nourse's 
connection with the church 
form,, ended yesterday. 

Dr. Nourse is recognized as one 
of the ablest ministers of his de- 
nomination in Kentucky. He came 
to Hopkinsville in 1886 and had 
been pastor of the church for sev 
enteen years. Recognized by all 
denominations as a minister of 
great ability and culture, he has 
•njoyed the confidence, respect and 
eeteem of all the people of Hopkins- 
ville. 

The reasons for bis resignation 
t made public, nor is it 
what Dr. Nourse's future 
plans are. lie owns a farm near 
the city and it is quile likely that 
he will continue to make his home 
here. 

He leaves the church he has so 
long served in a strong and sati 
factory condition. 

It is considered one of tbe most 
desirable pastorates in the Presby 
tery to which it belongs. 



Yesterday Chairman Young ad-

It was expected that in the event 
Chairman Neal refuses to order off 
the primary, that Chairman Young 
at once remove the local 
mittee and appoint another 
its stead. 

The old committee backed by 
Grainger and the Courier-Journal, 
wiUgo ahead with the Grainger 
primary, with only one set of can- 
didates, and the new committee will 
then order another primary w hich 
11 be recognized by the anti-ma- 
inc candidates. This means a 
de open split and certain defeat 
November for both tickets.

The Voting Hachine. 

the last municipal election 
this city the successful can- 
didate lor mayor was elected by v. 
ba»e plurality of 12 rotes out of a 
total ol over 93,000, and yet within 
half an hour after the polls were 
closed the result was known to a 
certainty, while despite the close- 
ness cf the vote, there was not so 
much as an intimanion of a contest 
on the part of the defeated candi- 
date. Rochester had used the vot- 
ing machine, and there was no 
chance to "go behind the returns." 
If the old paper ballots bad been 
used there would undoubtedly have 
been enough void and marked bal- 
lots to form the basis for a contest 
with all its attendant expense and 
ixiety. 

Rochester's experience with the 
machine dur.ng the past five elec 
tions has been so satisfactory that 

city officials, politicians and thi 
public generally give it practically 
unanimous approval, and there 
no desire to go back to the old 
system. Rochester feela that it 
in this respect at least, at the very- 
forefront of progress. 

The machine which is usetl 
this city is often described .as a 
mechanical Australian ballot, 
insures secrecy to the voter, 
simple and easy to operate, it nc 
makes mistakes, it not only records 
but also counts the votes as they 
are made, and it presents the tabu- 
lated results of the precinct vote to 
the judges the instant the polls 
declared closed. All that is left to 
do in order to get the result of the 
election is to add together the fig- 
ures from each precinct in the ward, 
or city or district, as the case may 
be. The machine is known as the 
United States Standard vot>og ma 
chine, and is made in Jamestown 
K. Y. 

The familiar cash register seen 
everywhere in stores is the cootriv 
ance which best illustrates the na 
tureof the voting machine- The 
principle is very much the same, a 
set of pointers or levers, a locking 
device and » mechanism for compi 
tation being used, but ot course the 
voting machine is much mort 
plicated than the other. 

The face of the machine, a* it is 
presented to the voter, who stands 
before it, is about four feet square, 
and its depth is ten inches. It is 
supported on four steel legs, which 
bring the top of it about six feet 
above the floor. It weighs about 
500 pounds anis costs $50t). 

A movable curtain is huog 
front of the machine, so arranged 
that it remains open while no 
usin^ it, but is shut auto- 
matically as soon as the voter 
to it. The first thing the voter 
does is to reach up to a Wver at the 
top of the machine and pull it 
the right. The effect is both to 
close the curtain and unlock the 
mechanism so that one ballot for 
each office, and one only, is cast. 

The voter then finds hiraselt lac- 
ing the machine on which are rows 
of small numbered pointers. Each 
candidate to be voted for is repre- 
sented by one of tnese pointers, and 
each political party has its candi- 
ames placed in a row hori-

When the voter wants to vote a 
straight party ticket, the first thing 
he has to do, after he has moved the 
lever that unlocks the keys, is 
to press the knob which represents 
the particular party to the right 
until it rings a bell. This move- 
ment turns downward every one of 
the little pointers that represent 
the candidates ot the party and 
places them in a voting position. 
It does not register the vote, howev- 
er, as it isonly a preliminary get- 
ting into position.

With 
that the curtain opens, the vote is 
recorded and the keys are relocked, 
preliminary to the appearance of 
another man ready to exercise his 
right of suffrage, 
j It is not much more difficult 
I split a ticket than to vote straight 
To split the voter must first press 
the knob representing one of the 
political pariiea. For convenience 
he will use the knob of the party 
from which he chooses most of his 
candidates, but that is not essen- 
tial. Any one of the knobs will do. 



He then finds all the little pointers 
freely movable and at his service 

to arrange any way he chooses. 

He can replace as many or the 
pointers representing candidates 
on bis ticket as be chooses, thus 
taking his vote away from them, 
and he can turn downward the 
pointers lor candidates to corres- 
ponding offices on the other tickets. 

If he has made a iristake and 
pressed the wrong party knob at 
the start, he can adjust the machine 
so as to vote straight for an entire 
ly different ticket if he chooses. 

All this moving of the pointers 
has no effect whatever on the 
istering and counting appara 
The voter can take plenty of 
and make sure that bis ticke 
fixed up the way he wants it. When 
all is ready he reverses the levc 
the top of the machine, and steps 
out of the booth with bis ballot 
counted before he leaves. 

The machine also provides for 
tbe wishes of the voter who wants 
to vote for some one who is not a 
regular candidate on anyone of the 
tickets, indeed, if it did sot do 
this it would not be permitted by 
law, as the right to vote for whosa 
he pleases, regardless of party 
tickets, is guaranteed each man by 
the constitution. At the top ot the 
machine is a series of little slides, 
one for each office to be filled. To 
vote for men whose names are not 
on the tucket these slides may be 
opened and the name written on a 
p of paper underneath. When 
pulls- the curtain lever the paper 
>ves forward so that no succeed- 
lt voter can see what name was 
itten on it. 

Another provision of this ma 
ine is for "yes ' and "no" votes 
for questions of bond iosue, public 
policy or anything else that is i 
itted to ballot, 

The voting can be done with 
great rapidity, k takes only 
lecond to unlosk the keyboard and 
10 longer to lock it again, an 
lecond is ample fur pressing a knob 
f a straight panty ticket is voted 
fifteen secood» for each voter it 
onsidered ampte for straight votes. 
For splits a little longer is required, 
but inside of a. minute the ordinary 
man can fix bis entire ballot. Tbe 
Rochester returns for the last mu- 
nicipal election indicated to what 
extent the splitting privilege was 
d, as tbe pluralities ranged 
up to more than 4.00U for 
the successlul Republican candi 
dates. 

The saving ejected by the ma- 
chine is also very, great. There are 
none of the heavy printing bills to 
be met, and the clerical work of tha 
election is greatly reduced. It ii 
estimaled that in three years voting 
machines will save enough money 
to the city to pay for. their initial, 
coat. 

Tbe voting ia- absolutely safe, as 
tbe ballots can. never be tampered 
The identity of each vote is 
lost in the totals, which are all the 
machine keeps. There is nothing 
to tamper wtth and no chance for 
error. The ccgwhcels move wtiih 
relentless accuracy and give cer- 
tain results, 

Judging from tbe success with 
which the machines have met 
wherever they have been used it 
would seem that the day is coming 
when the American citizen through- 
out tbe land will register his vote 
by machine. At the present time 
about 80ft machines are in use i 
try. Most of them are i 
New Yorkjitate, although they ai 
being tfted in Indiana. Wisconsin 
and Connecticut. 

Laws similar to the Ne-w York 
enactsaent allowing the use of vot 
ng machines have been passed in 
the states of Maine. Massachusetts, 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min 
nessota, Iowa, Nebraska, Connect! 
cut, Indiana and Kansas. 

At this year's gubernatorial elec- 
tion in New York state five ballot 
machines were used aB an experi-. 
ment in Greater New York, one be 
,ng in Mayor Low's election pre- 
cinct and another in Lieutenant 
Governor Woodruff's district. They 
to have given complete satis 
faction.— Rochester (N. Y.) Special 
to Chicago Record-Herald.
